by that organization as a result of tho commercial telegraphers' strike. 


The Associated Press reports on the status of its strike that prac- 


tically all of its circuits are working under normal conditions. 
There 


is some reason to believe that this is to say the least an extremely opti- 
mistic view of the situation. 


President Small, of the Commercial Telegraphers' union will reach 


Chicago tonight and when he arrives it is expected that an order for 
a general strike of all men affiliate d with that organization will at once 
be issued in an effort to tie up the te legraph business of the country.

dis, of the United States district court 
today postponed until September the 
grand jury investigation of charges 
against the Chicago & Alton railroad 
of rebating in connection with Stand- 
ard Oil, concerning which the Stand- 
ard was fined $29,240,000.

Landis, in ordering postponement, said 
he had received notification from At- 
torney General Bonaparte that the 
railroad had been promised immunity 
and Judge Landis ordered the post- 
ponement in order that the records in 
the case might be looked into. 


In addressing the jury Judge Landis 


said: 


"The court directed the district at- 


torney to lay before you the evidence 
respecting the rate charged by the 
Chicago and Alton Railroad company 
on certain property of the Standard 
Oil company. Since this direction was 
given I have received a communica- 
tion from the attorney general of the 
United States, the substance of which 
is that, prior to the indictment of the 
Standard Oil company the then Uni- 
ted States district attorney made an 
arrangement with the officials of the 
Chicago and Alton 
railroad 
under 


which it was not to 
be proceeded 


against provided it would assist the 
prosecution in good faith. In view of 
this, it is the conviction of the attor; 
ney general that good faith requires 
the department of justice to do what, it 
can to make good the district attor- 
ney's 'assurance, and this presents a 
very grave question, because it is of 
the utmost importance that, no offend- 
er should undeservedly escape punish- 
ment for a crime on any such plea as 
well as that even the criminal may 
not truthfully charge the government 
of the United States with bad faith. 


The Aspects of the Case. 


"What this arrangement was the 


court does not know, but assumes it 
possibly may have provided that the 
Chicago and Alton Railroad company 
should emancipate those who act and 
speak for it from all obligations not 
to deceive and mislead the jury on the 
trial lately closed.

In his 
flight he grasped a plank which was 
lying across the roofing and carried it 
with him to the ground. By turning 
over he was thrown outwar i into the 
branches of a tree which overhung the 
sidewalk and in this manner the force 
of his fall was broken.

ment of the anti-trust law will be 
made a leading feature of the presi- 
dent's legislative programme at the 
next session of congress. 
Attorney 


General Bonaparte is. now at work 
on cases under the Sherman anti-1 
trust law -which will reach the fed- I 
eral courts at the earliest possible j 
date to test the effectiveness. of the 
law in 
reaching 
officers 
of com- 


panies and corporations which vio- 
late it. 
The attorney general has 


announced that more good can be 
accomplished by sending one or two 
officials of offending corporations to 
the penitentiary than by all the fines 
that may be imposed. 


President Roosevelt has been ad- 


vised by the attorney general and 
other lawyers with whom he has 
consulted, that there is doubt wheth- 
er the Hepburn amendment of the 
Sherman anti-trust law will be found 
sufficient in. the courts to punish by 
imprisonment the officers of the com- 
panies. 
The opinion is held by 


these lawyers that under the Hep- 
burn amendment, the clerk or em- 
ploye can be reached, but as Mr- 
Bonaparte has stated the adminis- 
tration does not believe that any 
material good can be accomplished 
by the punishment of the employes. 
"President Roosevelt has therefore 
decided, should it be demonstrated 
either upon further investigation by 
Attorney 
General . Bonaparte 
or 


through court decisions, that the 
Hepburn amendment is not properly 
drawn to reach the real offenders, to 
make urgent 
recommendations to 


congress for the desired legislation. 
The president 
believes that anti- 


trust legislation will not be complete 
until there is upon the statute books 
a law which will imprison the of- 
ficers of corporations which violate 
tho laws.

Emma Levin was a wealthy Swedish 
woman and was killed at Monte Carlo 
by Goold, it was supposed, for her 
ewols. 


Plain five gored skirts of wash mate- 


rials are most desirable for tubbing, 
and a smart new model of this de- 
scription is shown in the illustration. 
It may be made in short, sweep or 
round length, and either with or with- 
out the fold. 


The pattern is cut in six sizes, from 


twenty-two to thirty-two inches waist 
measure, or if the measurements are 
taken over the hips sizes run from 
thirty-nina and a half to fifty-four and 
a half inches. For the average person 
this skirt requires five and three-quar- 
ters yards of goods forty-four inches in 
width,

wide or four and three-eighths yards 
fifty inches in width will be sufficient. 
If the fold is omitted it will require 
less goods. 


This skirt will be equally effective 


fashioned from sheer or heavy weaves. 
In place of the fold one or more strips 
of insertion may be used. An .excep- 
tionally pretty skirt of brown linen 
could be made after this pattern and 
have each edge of the band piped with 
white linen, or this band might be em- 
broidered in white. 


This model in a dainty blue and 


white dimity, with strips of two-inch 
wide cluny inserted the full length of 
the skirt at each seam would be at- 
tractive. In place of the band at the 
lower edge a strip of the cluny could 
be inserted. 


This design will serve as a founda- 


tion on which to work out any pretty 
trimming scheme. 
A yoke may be 


simulated with good effect by applying 
insertion either in round or pointed 
design. 


A particularly desirable 
style 
for 


stout figures is that in which the yoke 
is broken and shows only o:- some of 
the gores. Of course the general out- 
line must be kept, so that u it were 
continued on the other gores It would 
be in good proportion. This is easily 
done if a little i.are is exercised in 
arranging the trimming. 


The skirt should be cut just as if it 


were to be perfectly plain, and after it 
is fitted the tipper part is ripped and 
the yoke applied. Strips of the mate- 
rial may be used to join the insertion, 
or it can be held together by fagotting 
stitches.

Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 14.—All In 


diana felt the effect of the telegraph- 
ers' strike in a most depressing way- 
yesterday. 
Not only is .there incon- 


venience in communication with the 
outside world, but conditions are hav- 
ing a decided effect on the commercial 
interest of the smaller towns of the 
state. 


The grain business, perhaps, is the 


most seriously affected. 
In some of 


the cities of the state the elevator men 
have announced that all business will 
be suspended within the next twenty- 
four hours unless conditions change. 
Grain buyers are at sea, and without 
market quotations from the great com- 
mercial centers they say it would be 
folly to attempt to continue business. 


Wheat and oats are now coming in- 


to the smaller centers in great quanti- 
ties and the strike coming at this 
time has an opportunity to work great 
damage. At Kokomo, for example, it 
is reported that wheat and oats are 
coming into the elevators at the rate 
of fifty to 100 wagon loads a day. The 
granaries already are crowded and yet 
the grain dealers have announced that 
business must suspend within the 
next twenty-four hours unless condi- 
tions change. The same situation ex- 
ists in other cities of the state.

grain center, business is at a stand- 
still:

GOOLD'S CONFESSION. 


Marseilles, Aug. 14.—By the confes- 


=ion yesterday 
of Vere St. Ledger 


oold that he was the murderer of 


Emma Levin at 
Monte Carlo, the 


'trunk mystery" has been cleared up. 


Goold in his confession to the exam- 


ning magistrate coolly related all the 
details of the crime. He alone had 
slain the woman, he declared, and it 
vas he who cut up her body, although 
lis wife had helped him pack it away 
n their baggage. After this had been 
lone they both agreed to journey to 
Marseilles, where they planned to cast 
he body into the sea. 


Mrs. Goold, whose first name is Vio- 


ef, also confessed her part 
in the 


crime. She said her 
husband 
had 


promised to give Emma Levin the 
:um of $100 for a certain reason, but 
ihe demanded $100 more, which she 
wanted to give to a man friend. To 
his Mr. Goold objected, his wife says, 
whereupon Emma Levin abused him. 


Blames Drink for His Crime. 


Referring to what happened next, 
oold says in bis confession: 
"I had been drinking and, becoming 


angry, I seized a hunting knife and 
buried it in Emma's back. 
She fell 


dead. The next day I dismembered 
he body with a saw and a knife and 
ilaced the torso In a trunk and the 
lead and legs in a valise. 
I only 


stabbed the woman once. The other 
wounds on her body must have been 
caused by shaking around 
in 
the 


runk." 
Goold said they carried off Emma 


jevin's jewels, not for their value, but 
n order to prevent their discovery in 
lis apartment. 


Goold said his grandfather was a 


baronet and his father an Irish magis- 
rate. He said he had served secretly 
on the Irish land commission in Dub- 


. In 1S93 he moved to 
Montreal, 


where, he says, he made a fortune. He 
:hen went to Holland, and later moved 
o Monte Carlo. Mrs. Goold corrobor- 
ated everything her husband said. 


How Crime Was Discovered. 


Goold and his wife, who are both 


elderly and of good English families, 
arrived 
at Marseilles 
from 
Monte 


larlo on August 6. Their 
baggage 


consisted of a trunk and a suitcase. 
The trunk was left at the station to 
be registered for London, while Goold 
and his wife, taking the suitcase, went 
:o a hotel for breakfast. Blood oozing 
:rom the trunk aroused suspicion. It 
was opened and found to contain the 
torso of a woman. The Goolds were 
arrested, and in the suitcase the man 
carried were found the missing por- 
tions of the body. 


Later the body was 
identified as 


that of Emma Levin, the widow of a 
rich Stockholm merchant. 
She had 


made the acquaintance of the Goolds 
at Monte Carlo. 


When arrested the Goolds told the 


police an incredible story. They said 
the dead woman had been stabbed to 
the heart in their apartment in Monte 
Carlo by a man named Burker, who 
ran away immediately after commit- 
ting the crime, leaving the body lying 
in their dining-room. They said they 
were merely trying to convey the re- 
mains to England for burial so as to 
avoid trouble at Monte Carlo.

Sins', it had something more '.angib'.c 
aml perhaps more convincing ihau the 
mere word of trapped conspirators to 
go by. It had the deadliest collection 
of murder tools that has ever been 
found under one roof in \ew York 
city. 


Acting upon information 
Ttboilied 


in the statement "of Kissak .lelalian. a 
squad of detectives went late yester- 
day afternoon to a dingy tenement at 
317 East Forty-ninth street 
On the 


ground floor of this building is an Ar- 
menian resturant, where, it is now 
known, many killings have bpen plot- 
ted by the dreaded Hunchakists. 


Murder Armory in Cellar. 


The detectives went straight TO the 


coal cellar. In a bin they found a ton 
or more of hard coal. Lump by lump 
they removed the coal. Underneath 
WHS a cunningly 
devised trapdoor.

drugs, the vapors of which are fatal; 
bombs enough 
to blow an ordinary- 


building into 
powder. 
It was

workshop.of the Hunehakists that the 
detectives had 
unearthed 
under a 


commonplace coal bin. 


Medieval ingenuity had been com- 


bined with modern invention to in- 
sure a perfect job every time agents 
of the society might go after a mark- 
ed man. 
For 
example, there were 


three slender little files, a scratch on 
the skin with the 
point of one of 


which would rmean death, for each 
file's tip had its coating of poison, just 
as Jelalian 'had said. 


Poisoned Daggers In Collection. 


Three long daggers were similarly 


treated, so that the w-ounds would be 
fatal, even though the blades might 
fall to reach a vital organ. 
Under 


the seals of three well stoppered bot- 
tles was hydrocyanic acid, better 
known as prussic acid, even the fumes 
of which are dangerous. 


There was an iron bomb and pow- 


der to fill it, with fuses and other at- 
tachments to set it off. Wooden molds 
for making bombs, a steel chisel, a 
bottle of sulphate of antimony and 
a jar of unidentified white powder 
were also found. 


For two hours yesterday District 


Attorney Jerome, three of his assist- 
ants, Nott, Manly and Perkins, and 
Deputy Police Commissioner Woods 
examined all the Armenians who have 
been arrested in the last few days. 
At the end of the inquiry all the pris- 
oners except Jelalian, who has con- 
fessed his share in the murder of Tav- 
shanjian, were sent back to cells at 
police headquarters. 
The district at- 


torney took Jelalian before the grand 
jury in tho afternoon. 


After spending some time in the 


grand jury room, where he left a long 
typewritten statement that had been 
prepared by Deputy Police Commis- 
sioner "Woods, the 
district attorney 


went before Judge Foster, in general 
sessions, taking with him Jelaiian and 
Alie Booznijian. 


Confessions Reveal Death Plot. 


This Booznijian, like Jelalian, has 


admitted that he served the Hunchak- 
ists until he discovered that he was 
being used as an agent to promote 
murder and blackmail. However, he 
insists that he did not go as far as 
Jelalian, who guided the assassin of 
Tavshanjian 
to the rug merchant's 


place of business in Union square and 
pointed out the victim to him. 


Judge Foster committed the two Ar- 


menians to the house of detention in 
bonds of $5,000 each. 
It was stated 


that they would be taken before the 
grand jury again tomorrow. Answer- 
ing a question 'put by a reporter, Mr. 
Jerome said: 


"The bullet that killed 
Mr. 
Tav- 


shanjian has been examined closely in 
the light of recent developments. 
I 


don't think it was a poison tipped bul- 
let. 
It was a 3S caliber 
metallic 


coated bullet, but not a poisonous bul- 
let." 


It was rumored about the criminal 


court building that the confession of 
Bedros Hampartsoonian, the assassin, 
now in the Tombs, Implicates many 
Armenians in this city. 


Jelalian, who was arrested Sunday 


night on suspicion of being concerned 
in the murder of Tavshanjian, made 
the confession which started the po- 
lice on the trail of Hunchakists to 
District Attorney Jerome last night. 
Jerome questioned him for four hours, 
and. it is said, got every detail of the 
crimes and conspiracies of the Arme- 
nian blackmail and murder gang.

On the trip from Long Island City 


to Oyster Bay Mr. Taft laughingly de- 
clared that there was no politics in 
his visit to the president. 


"I am to see the president solely on 


business," he said. "1 Jo not expect 
to discuss politics with 
him. You 


know that I am working hard on my 
annual report, nnd besides 1 do not 
expect to see the president again for 
the next three months, so there are 
many matters which 1 will have to dis- 
cuss with him." 


Lays It to Warm Season. 


"But. 
Mr. Secretary," it. was suggest- 


ed, "a great ric-ai of significance is 
attached to your visit to the president, 
following, as it does, the visit Mon- 
day of Republican State 
Chairman 


Woodruff and National Commiueeraan 
Barnes, of New York. It is said that 
the visits are for the purpose of start- 
ing the campaign to capture the re- 
publican delegation from this state for 


you." 


"Indeed." said Mr. Taft, "I did not 


even know that 
Mr. Woodruff had 


been to see the president. This is the 
warm season of the year, and the fer- 
tile imagination of 
you newspaper 


men is having fill! play." 


Secretary Taft refused to discuss the 


telegraph strike or the 
decline 
in 


stocks in Wall street. 


Before he reached Oyster Bay Mr. 


Taft's attention was called to an in- 
terview with John D. Rockefeller pub- 
lished by a morning newspaper in 
which Mr. Rockefeller predicted that 
President Roosevelt's 
policy 
would 


end in disaster to the business of the 
country. 


Rockefeller View ''Awful." 


"Well, well." said Mr. Taft. "that 


prediction by Mr. Rockefeller is awful, 
isn't it? 
Now. you must excuse me 


from discussing anything which has. 
reference to the administration. You 
see, I've been up in the woods of Can- 
ada for the last five ,weeks, and how 
do you imagine I could keep posted 
on the flight of events away up there?" 


After having a few of Mr. Rocke- 


feller's recent prophecies read to him, 
Mr. Taft laughingly exclaimed: 


"Don't read any more. 
I haven't 


followed the market in years. I must 
see the president before I can say any- 
thing about this Rockefeller crisis. 


"I'll say this much, however. It 


does seem a bit strange that the ad- 
ministration, which up to a very short 
time ago, when I left for the woods of 
Canada, was 
heralded 
around 
the 


world, as the most prosperous in. the 
history 
of the 
American republic 


should now be on the brink of ruin. 
Doesn't it hit you that way?" 


Stands by Roosevelt. 


"But, 
Mr. Taft, the ,Standard Oil 


king has placed you seemingly in the 
position of not being in sympathy with 
Mr. Roosevelt's agitation against the 
trusts. 
He attacks the administra- 


tion, which in this case means the 
president, and singles you out as a 
safe and sane man." 


"I can't help what Mr. Rockefeller 


says. The president and I understand 
one another. As far as the confidence 
of the American people in President 
Roosevelt is concerned their support 
of his administration is the best an- 
swer. Any action taken by Mr. Roose- 
velt or his officials is not the result 
of an hour's deliberation. Depend on 
that." 


Mr. Taft said that his meeting Post- 


master General Meyer in New York 
was a mere coincidence.

York for Washington.

All Companies Suffer. 


"Every corporation in the country is 


suffering for the misdeeds of a few by 
being under suspicion that action may 
he brought against it and heavy fines 
imposed. It is only fair that the ad- 
ministration should make plain what 
corporations are subject to attack and 
the form cf penalty which will prob- 
ably follow such attack. When such Is 
done investors will be able to discrim- 
inate in their purchases, and con'3- 
dence, to some extent, will be re- 
stored." 


"We regard the expressions of Sir. 


Rockefeller as representing rather the 
interests of himself and his well- 
known monopoly than those of the 
American people and business com- 
munity as a whole." said a member of 
the firm of Zimmerman & Forshay.
